The firft article for which I am cen- 
*fured, is my having advanced, ‘* That 
‘© in clock-pendulums the moving for- 
‘© ces are as the verfed-fine of the angle 
‘* of. vibration into the quantity of mat- 
* ter in the pendulum.” As I confi- £ 
dered this affertion as new, and at firft 
fight /eemingly contradiftory to the New- 
tonian principles; and as circumftances 
did not admit of a full explanation at 
the time of my publication, I expected 
to have been called upon in fupport of 
it, and therefore left a full opening for 
fuch challenge in the 2oth paragraph of pF 
my efflays: and had Mr. Ludlam, or 
any other, civilly demanded an expla- 
nation of the principkes on which I had 
formed my table of momenta, I would 
have chearfully given all the fatisfaétjon 
: my power, and acknowledged pub- 
ickly any error of which they might 
have conviéted me: but now that myG 
words are conftrued into meanings which 
they cannot poffibly bear, and I am fup- 
poied unacquainted with all that hag 
been demonitrated of pendulous bodies, 
I think it proper here to declare, that 
in all cafes, I eftimate the moving force 
of pendulums, by the quantity of re- 
fiftance which deftroys their motion 
fronr the quantity of motion deftroyed 
in them, by’ fuch refiftance.

Whether the fame quantity of refiftance 
which deftroys the motion of a pendu- 
lum, when applied all at once at the 
lowe point of the vibration, would

brations ? or, Whether he thinks that 
gravity impreffés an equal force, and 
enerates an equal quantity of motion, 
in the defcent, under thofe different 
circumftances ? Such declaration bein 
made, to prevent fruitlefs difpute, I will 
give my reafons for eftimating the mov 
ing force of clock pendulums, iz a manner 
Jo very different to what ought to be done 
in all cafes where they a& by collifion. 

The remark on paragraph 29, thews 
an inattention to the natyfe of my en- 
quiry, as well as to my words: I have 
faid, That the power neceflary to raife 
the pendulum to any given part of the 
arc, would be as the perpendicular height 
of fuch part, above the loweft point of the 
arc; and thathalf the power, would rai/z it 
to half the height; a third of the power, 
to a third of the height, &c. Mr. Lud- 
lam proceeds to fhew, what power would 
fuftain the pendulum aft thofe feveral 
points; an enquiry abfolutely foreign 
to the purpofe: He was therefore wrong 
in afferting, that I had attempted to di- 
vide the arc in the manner he propofes 
todoit. — 

What I have faid in paragraphs 66 
and 67, is exprefsly to be underftood of 
the impreffed force ; and when it is con- 
fidered, that the alterations which hap- 
pen in the aétion of the wheels on a 
clock-pendulum, feldom exceed 24355 
of the force impreffed on it by gravity; it 
will appear, that the error in the mea- 
fure of time, will fo nearly obferve the 
ratio of fuch alterations, that it might 
juttly be deemed affectation to have made 
a dittin&tion. I meant not that any of 
my illuftrations fhould have been confi- 
dered in the rigid mathematical fenfe, 
and fuch as appeared to me the leaft in- 
tricate, and beft fuited in leading to the 
true praGical conclufion, were always 
preferred ; even though they might give 
offence to fome critic more attentive ta 
words than improvement: and if I have 
fucceeded in pojnting out feveral caufes 
of error, with the means by which fome 
may be remedied, and others diminifh- 
ed, fuch as are difpleafed with what I 
have faid as to the ratio which the errors 
bear to the — that produce them, may

vibration of one pendulum, caufes an 
exror of one fecond-only, in thevibrations 
ef another, the latter may with great 
propriety be faid to have a double orp 
triple, &c. advantage of the former: and

This plainly proves, that they no more 
attended to what is meant, by the influ- 
ence of the oil, than by the advantages 
of clock pendulums : for every one of the 
above affertions are as foreign to the 
purpofe, as the conclufion drawn from 
them, is to the truth. Nor have I any 
doubt of proving experimentally, that 
the means which I have propofed- for 
diminifhing fuch influence are effectuaf 
in all the cafes fated.

Obfervations on the Cicada, or Locuft of 
America, which appears periodically 
once in 16 or 17 Years. By Mofes 
Bartram, 1766. Communicated by the 
ingenious Peter Collinfon, E/g; 


N the 8th of June, 1766, I took fe- 
veral twicgs of different kinds of 
trees, on which I then faw Cicada’s or 
Locufts, darting (as itis called) to lay 
their eggs; of thofe twiggs I put fome

The. females are furnified 
with a bearded dart, with which they 
woes the tender thoots-of all trees they 
happen to light upon, without regard te 
fituation or {pecies; many therefore pertih 
by the quick growth of the-trees in which 


B the eggs are darted; and more perhaps 


by being laid in twiggs that hang over 
fireams or ftanding waters. The dart 
by which the operation ts performed, 
confits of three parts; a middle, an@ 
two fides: the middle is hellow, througi 
which the eggs are darted, and the twa 
fides ferve for a covering to defend it. 


C Thefe may eafily be taken a-part, by 


flipping the middle through the grooves 
of the two fides, and it is by flippmg the 
two outfide parts by each other rapidly, 
that they work a kind of flant hole am 
the foft twigg they make choice of, till 
they reach the ptih, and then they eje& 
their eggs into it to the number of twelve, 


about four and twenty hours, and then D when this is performed they begin another 


died; thofe that were hatched in thetwiggs 
in the pot of earth, ran down the twiggs 
immediately to the earth, and entered 
it at the firft opening they could find, 
which they fearched for eagerly, as if 
already fenfible of danger, by being ex- 
pofed to the light of the fun. 

I have olderved that in the natural E 
way the eggs are ufually hatched in fix 
weeks; but, if by the luxuriance of the 
growth of th- fhoots intowhich the eggs 
are darted, the rind of the tree clofes and 
corn&nes them, they will in that fituation 
remain feveral months, ti!l by fome 
lucky aecident they are difengaged, and 
then they will hatch in a few minutes F 
after, and feek their retreat in the earth, 
in the fame manner as thofe hatched in 
the ufualtime. But many perith by be- 
ing thus imprifoned. 

Viewed through a microfcope the mo- 
ment they are -hatched, they appear in 
every refpeé as perfec as at the time of 
their laft ttansformation, when they rife 
out of the earth, put off their fcaly 
covering, expand their wings, difplay 
their gaudy colours, dart forth their 
eggs, and after a few days exiftence, to 
fulfill the wife purpofes of their maker, 
clofe the period of their lives by an eafy 
death. How aftonifhing therefore and 
infcrutable is the defign of providence 
in the produétion of this infest, that is 
brought into life, according to our ap- 
Prehenfion, only to fk into the depths 


H 


hole clofe by the file-of the former, and 
fo continue to work till they have car- 
ried along two rows, each row confift- 
ing of twelve er more holes. They 
then remove to another twigg and pre- 
ceed as before; and fo from twigg to 
twigg till they have exhaufted their ns, 
after which they foon expire. 

I have not yet been able ‘to difcover 
the full depth to which thefe little ami- 
mals defeend. Some I have heard have 
been found thirty feet deep. I myfeif 
have feen them ten. 

They do not, however, feem to travel 
to any great diftance horizontally; for 
they arefeldom found farfrom the woods, 
unlefs in grounds that have been newly 
cleared. It often, however, happens, 
that in the long period of their torpid 
ftate, great traéts of country are cleared 
in North America from trees, and cen~ 
verted inte arable or pafture, hence it is . 
no unufual thing to fhe them leave their 


G cells in thofe plain grounds, and hattea 


to fome adjoining fence to put off their 
incumbrance, and prepare themfelves for 
flight. This they do always in the 
night, by crawling to fome tree, along 
a fence, or among bufhes or ttrong grafs; 
and it is remarkable, that they differ ia 
this from every other infeét in its chry- 
filis tate; for inftead of being wrapped 
up in a plain covering, which confines 
the inhabitant to a certain fpot till a 
burits, they have a covering fitted to 
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their form, in which they can travel to a 
confiderable diftance; and which they 
cannot leave tfil they find fome folid 
fubftance, in which to fix their claws,

the utmoft exertion of their ftrength, 
they burft their cafe; which always opens 
from the fhoulders to the forepart of the 
head, ont of which they crawl, leaving 
it ticking faft. behind. Thoufands of 
thefe cafes may be feen in a morning, 


ftiking to all parts of trees, which being 


hardened in the fun, have a fcaly-like B 


fubftance, which not being flexible after 
it is dry, often fo incumbers them before 
they can put it off, that many perifh in 
the attempt. For this reafon, they al- 
ways chufe the night for this operation ; 
and wait for the enlivening influence of 
the warm fun to ftrengthen and give con- 


fiftence to their wings, which at firft are C 


white, foft, and moift, but foon affume 
a dark brown colour, with a firmnefs 
that enables them to fly, and a tranfpa- 
rency that adds a beauty to their ap- 
pearance which before was wanting. 

It is remarkable, that in every ftate 
of this infeét’s exiftence, it is eagerly 
purfued for food by others. 
very egg, it is the prey of ants and 
birds of every kind; im that of the 
grub, by hogs, dogs, and all carni- 
verous animals that can unearth it: 
and in its moft perfe& ftate, not only 
by many kinds of beafts and birds, but 
even by men, many of the Izdians, it 
is faid, feeding fumptuoufly upon them. E

‘ Let us now take a view of the ftan- 
dard wine ‘gallon, ale quart, and ftan- 
dard Winchefter bufhel, in the Guild- 
hall and Exchequer, London. The 25th 
of May 1688, the wine gallon kept in 
the Guildhall of Londen, was mea- 
fured, and found to contain but 224 
fquare or cubic inches, but it was agreed 
that the fuppofed content of 231 fquare 
or cubic inches fhould be ufed. At the 
fame time the ale quart kept in the Ex- 
chequer was meafured, and found to 
contain 70’ one-half fquare or: cubic in- 
ches, therefore the ale gallon muft con- 
“tain 282 fquare or cubic inches*. In 
February 1696, the old bufhel kept in 
the Exchequer was meafured, and found 
to contain 2145.6 fquare or cubic in- 


gal!.to the|Perry 
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to the buthel, and in many places ten, ele- 
ten, or twelve gallons to the bufhel, and 


barrel, for all kinds of beer and ale. 
The London brewers have more allow- 
ance for wafte and leakage than the» 
country brewers, viz. three barrels in 
A23, and the country brewers but two 
barrels and an half in 23, for wafte 
and leakage. This furely deferves re- 
gulation. All common brewers cafks 
ought to be invariably the fame through- 
out the kingdom, that they may all be 
charged with the fame duty, and 
that 32 gallons Exgli/h meafure be re- 
Bturned for a barre] of all kinds of li- 
quors charged with the duty of excife.

Mr. Bromfield thinks mer- 
curial purges not elegible as a general prac+ 
tife, and has known inftances of great mif- 
chief to the conftitution refulting from ino+ 
culation, when the patient has been reduced 
too low. ‘ * ‘ 

Under this head no inftance is given of 
mifchief refulting from what he calls the pre* 
Jent peculiar method. He obferves, contrary 


Deo the opinion of Dr. Langton,’ that the 


whole depends upon the habit of body of the 
“© perfor inoculated,”' and. that inoculation 
from the matter of an inoculated {mall-pox, 
is equally efficacious as from that of the ma* 
aural fort, for that twenty children having 
been inoculated with variolous matter, taken 
from a perfon. who was the fourteenth ih 
defcent from the natural fort, atl of them 
took the infeétion, fome had the difeafe fa- 
vourably, in others it was rather fevere, 
2. The manner of operation. Mr. Brom-

But it does not appear from 
any thing Mr. Bromfield has faid, that ex- 
perience has in any inftance thewn his me- 
thod to be better than that which he con- 
demns. He fays indeed, that all who have 
attended the defeafe in ‘the ufual method, 
muft have experienced, that when. the pa- 
tient has been taken up to make his bed, 
be has fometimes become fick with a pain 
in the ftomach and reaching, in confequence 
of checked perfpiration by cold air, and 
that fuch threatening, fymptoms have not 
difappeared till he has been again put 
to bed and a neceflary cordial adminiftered. 
But he has not produced one inftance’ in

feffion. Seep, 

May it pleafe your Excellency, 

AVING duly confidered your fpeech 
I i at the opening of this Seffion, the 
oule of Reprefentatives beg leave with 
great fincerity to fay, That there is no- 
thing which they more ardently with for 
than a mutual confidence in the feveral 
branches of the General Affembly, and a 
happy unanimity in fuch meafures as fhall 
beft promote the profperity of his Majefty’s 
government, afd the peace and welfare 
ef his fubje&ts in this province: at the 
fame time we muft freely declare to your 
Exeellency, that during the whole period 
of that general calamity and difirefs, which 
you chufe to denominate ‘ a popular 
uneafinefs,”” we do not recolleét a fingle 
a& done by the reprefentative body of this 
province, which could have the leaft ten- 
dency to interrupt a general harmony, fo 
effentially neceffary for the valuable pur- 
pofes of government; nor can it, in our 
opinion, without great injuftice be fuppof- 
ed, that had there been in reality nothing 
more than a groundiefs popular uneafinefs, 
it would have been fuffered to intermix 
with their public councils, and eccafion a 
breach of confidence, 

We are obliged to fay, that there is the 
deepeft concern among the people of this 

ovince, that afier they have thewn every 
poffible mark of loyalty, it has yet been 
reprefented to his Majefty, that a degree 
of ill temper remains in his colony of 
Maffacbufets Bay, The letter from the Se- 
cretary of State, which your Excellency 
communicated to the laft Affembly, leaves 
rnoroom to dowbt but that fuch a repre- 
fentation has been made. Permit ws, Sir, 
juft to obferve, that nothing will tend 
more to conciliate the minds of this peo- 
ple, than to give us the opportunity to 
make it evident to our conftituents, that 
you have had no hand in fuch reprefenta- 
tion. Such a meafure might tend to re- 
move that concern, and reftore unanimity 
to this General Court : and we rely upon 
that affurance you have given us, that you 
will heartily concur with us in all meafures 
which fhall be conducive to fo falutary a 
purpofe, 

You are pleafed to make an open and 
exprefs declaration, that you do not mean 
to decline the full exercife of the conftitu- 
tional powers with which you are vetted. 
We are fully convinced of it: nor haye 
we the leaft defire that you fhould ever 
decline a deliberate and wife exercife of 
thofe powers, Your excellency will how- 
ever allow us to fay, that there is fuch a 
Gent. Mag, Auc, 1767, 
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thing as an indifcrete ufe of legal power, 
of which this houfe have a right to form 
their own judgment, : 

Your Excellency tells us, that you de- 
fire to temper your authority with all pof- 
fible moderation : whether you have not 
already, fince the opening of this feffion, 
miffed the faireft opportpnity of making 
evident fwch a difpofiion, is a matter that 
is now open to the judgment of the world. 

You have not been pleafed to point out 
the bufinefs of this feffjon ; but ftrongly 
recommends to us to fhorten it, as the 
feafon of the year requires : we are fenfible, 
there are matters that immediately eon- 
cern his Majefty’s government of this pro~ 
vince, which properly now come beforg 
us: thefe we thail difpatch in as thort 2 
time as will admit of a due deliberation 
upon them : _unneceffary difputation we 
fhall avoid.. Your Excellency tells us we 
mutt have obferved how very expenfive it 
is : if you refer to the di(putes of the laft 
year, we donot judze them, fo far as we
